A minister asked that. His ref- 0 


erence was to certain aspects. of 
our economic and political: ‘condi- 
tions which it is not the purpose of 
this column to go into... What in- 
terests us is much that is brought 
to mind by mention; of that word 
“scapegoat.” 

It reminds one ot the people 
(women, we may well say, because 
this is not a predominantly masecu- 
line trait) who, whatever happens 
to them are interested first and 
‘foremost in finding some one or 
something to blanie, Of course. it 
never alters or lesséns trouble, it 
never changes anything to find some 
one to blame. But judging by the 
relief with which some of us pounce 
on a pretext’ for placing responsibil- 


ity at any door but our own, one 


would think that this in itself elim: 
inated the trouble, lifted the bur- 
den. 

When we fipd ourselves in a di- 
lemma, there may be a. certain 
amount of satisfaction in the knowl- 
edge that it was not our fault, that 
we had done oursbest, that the ad- 
verse results were brought about 


through forces entirely beyond our 


control. Momentary satisfaction. 
But what then? Is the fault reme- 
died, the situation helped? Not at 
all. We are just where we began 
faced with the. necessity for doing 
the thing that wil: help. 


It is interesting to note here the 
origin of the word “scapegoat,” 
from which we alsa have our mod: 
ern slang „making some 
one the goat.” ’ The word comes to 
us from a legend of Hebrew an- 


through sacrifices to make atone- 
ment for their sing. Sometimes, 
there were sins that could not be 
paid off in this way, sins that could 
not even be narrowed down to those 
responsible. These sins a tribe or 
group would metaphorically heap 
on a goat, who, with his load of 
guilt, would be driven into the wil- 
derness to expiate the crimes of in- 
genious. humans! y ‘ 
Life is not so simple today. In 
this hard-boiled age, there are no 
scapegoats, on which to load our 
sins, Today our probiems, our faults, 
mistakes, whatever they may be, 
come home to roost. And the only 
way to get rid of them is to take 
the bull by ‘thé horns’, (not- the 
goat!) and by our best efforts, cor- 


rect or eradicate them.

Frost Temperature 

The weather bureau says that 
when frost forms, the temperature 
is 32 degrees Fahrenheit, or lower, 
at the spot where the frost occurs. 
The temperature a few feet above 
the surface of the earth, on still, 
clegr mornings, often is several de- 
grees higher than it is at the sur- 
face. Hence frost may occur on the 
grass and in low places when the 
temperature on one's porch, for in- 
stance, is distinctly above the freez- 
ing point. 


Lightning . 
The bureau of standards says 
that it is not seientificaly correct to 
that lightning strikes in the 
sene that a projectile strikes. A 
stroke of lightning may be likened 


to a crack resulting from strain in 


a. sheet of glass. It may start at 
any point in the path which it ul- 


timately takes and travel up, down 


or in both. directions at once if its 
beginning is at some point between 


Its ends. The direction of current 


flow may be in either direction, de- 
pending on whether the cloud is 


‘positively or negatively charged. 


Steel Engraving 

In steel engraving the design to 
be printed is eut in the metal plate 
by means of a tool known as a 
graver or burin. This ts a steel rod, 
some four inches long, with a cut- 
ting point and edges, and fitted into 
a handle. Various metals are used 
for the plate, copper and steel be- 
ing the most usual. The former is 
softer and easier to work than the 
steel, but it does not last as well 
under the printing: process.
